The  landlord-tenant  act  was  defeated,  recalled, 
amended  and  passed  by  the  Utah  House  of 
Representatives  Monday. 

The  legislators  spent  time  Friday  afternoon, 
Monday  morning  and  Monday  afternoon  debating 
the  bill.  They  will  begin  debate  this  afternoon  on 
the  Equal  Rights  Amendment. 

Monday’s  activities  at  the  Capitol  included  a 
noon  rally  in  support  of  the  ERA.  Despite  the 
show  of  support  for  the  measure  by  some  300-400 
people,  the  bill  is  expected  to  be  defeated. 

It  was  defeated  by  the  Georgia  Senate  Monday, 
33-22,  and  by  the  Arizona  Senate  last  Thursday, 

The  bill’s  supporters  rallied  in  chilly  weather  on 
the  Utah  Capitol  steps  Monday,  displaying  an 
American  Bicentennial  flag  and  signs  reading 
“ERA-The  All-American  Amendment,”  “Pray  for 
the  ERA,”  and  “Woman’s  place  is  in  the 
Constitution.” 

No  legislators  attended  the  rally  except  sponsors

We  have  no  windows  m  our  room,  said  assembly 
Nancy  Harris,  freshman  in  special  education 
from  Denver.  “In  the  morning  we  have  to 
call  the  time  and  temperature  number  just  to 
know  what  to  wear.” 

Students  in  overflow  pay  for  a  double 
occupancy  rate,  but  say  they  usually  live 
with  three  other  students. 

‘‘If  we  changed  the  rates,”  Barton 
explained,  “we  would  be  encouraging  a 
permanent  program  which  we  don’t  want  to 
do.  These  rooms  are  being  used  temporarily 
to  solve  an  emergency.” 

Students  living  in  overflow  have -voiced 
three  main  complaints  about  the  facilities. 

They  claim  they  have  no  windows,  no  desks 
and  have  poor  overhead  lighting. 

“We  are  paying  the  same  as  everyone 
else,”  said  one  coed  who  wished  to  remain 
unnamed,  “but  we  don’t  have  the  same 
facilities.  I  feel  ripped-off.” 

Students  in  the  overflow  facilities  are  not 
the  only  ones  unhappy  about  the  program. 

One  head  resident  at  Deseret  Towers  said  she 
thought  the  other  residents  need  the  room 
for  homework,  prayer  meetings  and  floor 
parties. 

“I  think  the  problem  is  having  a  bad 
psychological  effect  on  the  girls,”  said  a 
resident  assistant  at  Deseret  Towers.  “They 
have  no  place  to  escape  when  they  want  to 
be  alone.” 

Many  girls,  she  said,  are  doing  homework 
in  drafty  stairwells,  which  is  not  healthy. 

“We  are  aware  of  the  problems  the 
students  are  facing,”  said  Barton.  “We  are  in 
the  process  right  now  of  studying  the  effect 
overflow  is  having  on  the  students.” 

Barton  noted  that  most  major  universities 
are  using  overflow  facilities  today. 

Concerning  lighting  and  other  problems, 

Barton  said,  “We  are  working  on  them. 

“We  view  housing  as  a  service  rather  than 
as  a  profit-making  organization,”  he  said. 

“We  want  to  bring  to  the  students  the  best 
services  possible  for  the  lowest  cost.” 

He  said  BYU  has  the  lowest  cost-per-day 
average  of  any  major  university  in  the 
country.

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Corporate  executive 
offers  career  advice

Students  were  told  to  select  a  job  and 
career  opportunity  with  which  they  will  be 
most  happy  by  an  executive  of  one  of  the 
naiton’s  largest  businesses. 

J.  Willard  Marriott,  chief  executive  in  the 
Marriott  Corp.,  advised  those  gathered  at  the 
Executive  Lecture  Series  sponsored  by  the 
BYU  College  of  Business.. 

The  head  of  a  corporation  employing 
nearly  50,000  in  700  facilities  avised  that, 
“If  you’re  excited  about  what  you.  do,  you’ll 
be  successful.” 

He  suggested  the  key  to  success  is  the 
ability  to  work  hard  and  enjoy  what  is  being 
done. 

When  the  Marriott  business  was  begun  in 
1927,  he  said,  his  father,  Willard  Marriott, 
founded  it  with  high  principles,  and  he  said 
that  these  have  been  maintained  to  this  day. 

“We’ve  tried  to  develop  the  climate  of 
letting  people  do  their  own  thing  as  much  as 
possible,”  he  said,  while  they  work  under 
what  he  termed  “  a  pretty  good  system  of 
controls  and  corporate  financial  objectives.” 

A  slide  presentation  of  the  development  of 
the  Marriott  Corporation  from  a  small  root 
beer  stand  in  Washington,  D.C.  into  a  giant 
restaurant,  hotel,  and  food-catering  business 
was  shown. 

Their  big  success,  he  said,  has  come  in  the 


hiring  of  good  people  who  can  be  depended 
on.  He  said  this  is  especially  important  now, 
as  the  corporation  has  grown  to  such  big 
proportions. 

“Be  loyal  to  your  boss  and  your 
company,”  Marriott  urged.  He  told  his 
audience  to  “have  the  courage  to  disagree 
with  your  boss.”  He  noted  that  some 
conflict  in  business  is  important  to  get  ideas 
across  and  to  let  executives  be  aware  of  what 
is  going  on. 

The  ability  to  sacrafice  was  also  brought 
out.  Marriott  said,  “Many  careers  are  lost 
because  a  guy  likes  where  he  lives  and  won’t 
move  when  new  opportunities  present 
themselves.” 

He  said  that  opportunity  often  knocks 
only  once,  and  it  must  be  accepted  if  a 
person  is  to  progress  in  his  career,  noting 
that  this  is  especially  important  for  BYU 
students  to  remember.  They  must  be  willing 
to  go  where  the  jobs  are,  he  said,  and  can 
help  the  LDS  Church  and  themselves  if  they 
will  be  willing  to  do  that. 

“Get  into  the  operating  end  of  business,” 
he  warned,  “in  order  that  you  can  learn  the 
practical  end  of  it  so  that  you  canbe  an  effective 
administrator  later  on.” 

Marriott  was  accompanied  by  his  wife,  the 
former  Donna  Garff,  who  spoke  to  graduate 
student’s  wives  about  a  wife’s  role  in  her 
husband’s  being  successful  in  earlier  sessions 
on  Friday.

An  instructor  who  serves  on  the  staff  of 
both  BYU  and  Tel-Aviv  Universities  will 
head  an  archaeological  excavation  in 
southern  Israel  this  summer. 

The  purpose  of  the  two  month  “dig,” 
according  to  LeGrande  Davies,  excavation 
director,  is  to  “clarify  biblical  passages  that 
deal  with  the  historical,  social  and  religious 
context  of  Beer-Sheba.” 

Davies,  a  doctoral  candidate  in  archaelolgy 
‘•and  historical  geography  at  Tel-Aviv 
University,  has  been  participating  in 
excavations  in  Israel  since  1968. 

This  will  be  the  second  year  Davies  has 
headed  a  group  consisting  primarily  of  BYU 
students. 

Davies,  a  native  of  Fillmore,  also  serves  as 
a  part-time  instructor  of  religion  at  BYU. 
Though  he  teaches  several  subjects,  he  says 


his  specialty  is  the  Old  Testament. 

-  Prior  to  joining  the  faculty  of  BYU, 
Davies  studied  at  the  Hebrew  Union  College 
of  Israel  under  archaeologists  Nelson  Glueck 
and  G.  Ernest  Wright. 

*  Davies  said  anyone  who  enjoys  eggs, 
cucumbers  and  tomatoes  will  most  likely 
enjoy  the  cuisine  offered  at  Beer-Sheba. 

He  said  that  while  they  live  in  tents  at  the 
site,  they  are  offered  the  convenience  of 
eating,  sleeping  and  bathing  indoors. 

On  interesting  difference  between  Israel 
and  the  U.S.,  said  Davies,  is  that  the  sabbath 
falls  on  Saturday  and  not  Sunday. 

The  trip  is  not  restricted  to  LDS  students, 
said  Davies,  but  all  those  that  go  with  the 
group  must  abide  by  LDS  Church  standards.

Third  prize  money  of  $10  went  to  Lyon. 

“I  think  attendance  this  year  was  better 
than  last  year,”  said  Dee  Lyman,  a  senior  in 
Mechanical  Engineering  from  Provo. 

Lyman  also  said  that  the  distances  from 
the  target  seemed  larger  than  last  year,  when 
Owens  finished  only  5  feet  off  the  target.  He 
felt  adverse  weather  conditions  had  a  lot  to 
do  with  yesterdays’  results. 

Each  contestant  launched  three  rockets, 
and  of  those  who  participated,  only  Mrs. 
Owens  was  able  to  have  three  launches 
without  breaking  an  egg.

That  is  exactly  what  Deborah  Owens,  a 
junior  in  chemical  Engineering  from  Orem, 
did  Monday  when  she  won  first  prize  in  the 
Egg  Rocket  Launch  Contest  sponsored  by 
the  Chemical  Engineering  Department. 

The  annual  event,  held  in  conjunction 
with  BYU  Engineering  Week,  had  been  won 
the  previous  two  years  by  Deborah’s 
husband  Richard,  a  staff  member  in  the 
Chemical  Engineering  Department  at  BYU. 

But  yesterday’s  contest,  held  in  the 
McKay  Quad,  saw  Owens’  better  half  defeat 
him  and  five  other  male  competitors  to 
capture  the  first  prize  of  $25. 

Mrs.  Owens’  baby  blue  rocket  landed  19 
feet  from  the  prescribed  target,  which  was 
200  feet  from  the  launching  area. 

More  important  than  that,  however,  is  the 
fact  that  the  egg  in  her  rocket  remained 
intact.  That  alone  provided  the  margin  of 
victory. 

Owens  finished  a  distant  second,  his 
rocket  landing  39  feet  from  the  target  flag. 

Third  place  went  to  Joseph  Oliphant,  a 
senior  Math  major  from  Orem.  His  rocket

MILAN,  Italy  (AP)  -  Art 
thieves  broke  into  Milan’s 
municipal  museum  before 
dawn  Monday  and  carried  off 
28  impressionist  paintings 
estimated  to  worth  $1.5 
million  to  $3  million.  It  was 
the  second  major  art  theft  in 
Italy  in  two  weeks. 

Police  said  the  thieves 
entered  the  downtown 
museum  by  breaking  a 
window  and  then 
disconnecting  the  alarm 
system.  They  made  their  way 
to  the  modern  wing  while  six 
watchmen  were  in  other 
galleries. 

The  stolen  paintings 
included  works  by  Van  Gogh, 
Cezanne,  Renoir,  Corot  and 
other  French,  Dutch  and 
Italian  artists. 

“They  were  real  experts. 
They  picked  the  best  works,” 
said  a  police  spokesman.

In 
both  cases,  the  thieves  struck 
before  dawn  while  guards 
were  patroling  other  galleries, 
and  removed  the  paintings 
from  their  frames. 

The  thefts  brought  new 
calls  for  the  government  to 
provide  money  to  protect 
Italy’s  art  patrimony.  More 
than  10,000  works  were 
stolen  in  1974,  double  the 
1972  number.  Most  were 
taken  from  churches, 
museums  and  art  galleries 
unprotected  by  guards  or 
alarm  systems.

Helmut  Callis  and  his  wife 
explained  their  Chinese 
collection.  Stephen  Callis, 
their  son,  explained  his 
■  Indonesian  collection. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Callis  had 
their  first  home  in  China, 
where  they  lived  in  an  old 
Mandarin  palace.  Mrs.  Callis 
said  they  wanted  to  furnish 
their  home  with  Chinese 
furniture  and  genuine  pieces 
of  good  art.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  their  art 
collection. 

Stephen  Callis  said  he  liked 
to  travel  and  decided  he 
would  earn  money  while  in 
the  process.  He  lived  in  Bali 
for  almost  nine  months, 
where  he  collected  the 
majority  of  his  Indonesian 
pieces. 

Mrs.  Callis  explained  some 
of  her  Chinese  collection 
items.  A  Buddhist  statue, 
“Kuan  Yin,”  is  the  Buddhist 
goddess  of  mercy  which  is 
popular  and  widely  known 
throughout  Asia,  she  said.  It 
was  probably  made  about 
600  A.D.  She  explained  some 
of  its  characteristics  which 
show  influence  from  India. 
Most  of  the  colleciton  items 
are  religious,  philosophical  or 
artistic,  she  said. 

Mrs.  Callis  explained  a  robe 
which  was  worn  only  on 
special  occasions  by 
emperors.  If  a  robe  had 
dragons  which  faced  to  the 
front  and  had  five  claws,  it 
belonged  to  an  emperor.  If 
the  robe  only  had  five-claw 
dragons,  it  belonged  to  a 
member  of  the  royal  court, 
she  said.

If  Saturday’s  track  meet  had  been  scheduled  as  a  meet 
featuring  BYU  vs.  almost  all  other  schools  in  Utah  and  Idaho, 
it  would  have  turned  out  to  be  a  close  meet— with  BYU  on 
top.  The  score  would  have  been  BYU  94,  other  schools,  92. 

However,  such  was  not  the  case  in  Saturday’s  invitational 
meet,  and  the  Y  was  not  seriously  challenged  by  any  of  the 
seven  other  schools  that  competed. 

The  final  score  showed  BYU  in  first  place  with  94  points. 
Boise  State  was  second -with  42.  Utah  State  and  Utah 
followed  with  20  and  13  points  respectively.  Weber  State  was 
fifth  with  10  points,  College  of  Southern  Idaho  was  sixth 
with  seven  points,  Ricks  College  placed  seventh  with  one 
point  and  College  of  Eastern  Utah  failed  to  score.  BYU’s  94 
points  was  more  than  the  combined  scores  of  the  other  seven 
schools. 

The  Cougars  took  first  place  in  nine  of  the  1 3  events,  and 
showed  strength  in  all  events  except  the  60-yard  dash. 

The  field  events  were  the  strong  point  of  the  Cougars. 
Anders  Arrhenius  won  the  shot-put  with  a  toss  of  over  62 
feet  6  inches,  finishing  nearly  six  feet  ahead  of  the 
second-place  finsher.  Raimo  Pihl  and  Don  Loper  placed 
fourth  and  fifth  in  that  event. 

In  the  pole  vault  the  Y  scored  a  near  sweep,  placing 
1-2-3-4.  Jim  Blaylock,  a  BYU  graduate,  took  first  place 
clearing  16  feet.  Rich  Yates  also  jumped  16  feet,  but  placed 
second.  Jim  Barry  and  Elbert  Pratt  placed  third  and  fourth, 
respectively. 

Sigurd  Langeland  set  a  fieldhouse  record  in  the  triple 
jumpt  with  a  51  foot,  10-inch  leap,  and  teammate  Stefan 
VonGerich  placed  second  with  a  50-foot,  9-inch  effort. 

In  the  running  events  the  strong  races  were  the  880  and  the 
two-mile.  After  missing  four  weeks  of  practice  due  to  illness, 


Dave  Hamilton  showed  that  he  is  ready  for  action  again  by 
winning  the  half-mile  in  1:54.7.  Steve  Young  was 
three-tenths  of  a  second  behind  him  to  take  second  place, 
and  Curtis  Duff  placed  fourth  with  a  1:56.  clocking. 

The  two-mile  race  almost  proved  to  be  a  photo-finish,  with 
Dave  Johnson  winning  in  9:04.4.  Teammate  Benton  Hart 
was  one-tenth  of  a  second  behind.  Leon  Hansen  placed 
fourth  and  Chris  Bertilson  was  fifth.
